President Loubet was at the Au- 
teuil races and was publicly attacked in the 
grandstand by Baron Christlani and beaten 
with a walking stick. The entire ministry 
resigned and France was face to face with 
the gravest crisis in the history of the third 
republic. 

Dreyfus Again Convicted. 

Dreyfus in hie stockade on. Devil's island 
knew nothing of the battle which had raged 
for years in France over the effort to.clear 
his name. One morningin June he was sum- 
moned to the house of the commandant. He 
was addressed as ** Captain.”” His uniform 
anda his sword were given to him. He was re- 
stored to his place in the army temporarily.

PETERSBURG, July 5.—Dispatches re- 
ceived today from Samara stated that two 
regiments garrisoning that important provin- 
clal capital had mutinied and presented a 
series of political and service demands. The 
officers promised to satisfy the service de- 
mands if the mutineers would return to duty, 
but the men replied that they wouid be sat- 
isfied only with compliance with all of their 


demands. 

The ferment among the soldiers and sailors 
at Odessa and Sevastopo! continues. 

No inkling of the reported rioting and pil- 
laging at Viadivostok has reached the Rus- 
sian public, but the military authorities, who 
control thei telegraph, would be able to 
withhold for days any news of such condi- 
tions, as they did of the last uprising there. 


Czar Relieves Three Officers. 

Emperor Nicholas has taken the almost 
unprecedented step of publicly directing 
Grand Duke Nicholas Nicholaievitch, com- 
mander of the forces in the military district 
of St. Petersburg,’ to investigate and take 
measures to stop the disorders among the 
troops. Accompanying these instructions 
were orders relieving Prince Vassilchikoff, 
commander of the guard corps, from duty 
and dismissing in disgrace Gen. Ozeroff, 
commander of the First guard division, and 
Gen. Gadon, commander of the Preobrajen- 
sky regiment, the First battalion of which 
was recently disgraced for expressing sym- 
pathy with parliament and protesting against 
doing police duty. Gen. Gadon is said to 
be a descendant of an American named Gor- 
don, the name having been Russianized by 


lapse of time. 


Parliament Still Unruly. 

There was a stormy scene at the opening 
of the lower house of parliament today. 
which further emphasized the split between 
the constitutional democrats and their radi- 
cal allies and the group of toil. 

M. Sidelnikoff, a radical Cossack member 
of the house, was beaten while in the hands 
of the police last night, after having been 
arrested for exhorting a crowd of people to 
resist the police, who were breaking up one 
of the massmeetings. which are becoming 
more frequent. When Sidelnikoff was 
searched at police headquarters a revolver 
was found tn his possession. He was re- 
leased later in the evening. 

When the house opened today Sidelnikoff 
gave his version of the affair and proposed 
that the house interpellate the minister of 
the interior as to what measures had been 
taken to punish the policemen who were 
guilty of assaulting a member of parliament 
and to prevent a recurrence of such incidents 
in the future, ; 

M. Alladin, the Darton of the house, then 
made a harangué in denunciation of the 
government for permitting’ such violations 
of the persons of the members. The state- 
ments of M. Alladin became so violent that 
President Mouromtseff repeatedly called him 
to order. The speaker finally was forced 
amid a wild tumult to leave the tribune. 

Interior Minister Stolypin, who happened 
to be present in connection with the Bialys- 
tok affair, boldly ascended the tribune and 
explained, amid constant interruptions from 
the left, that the chief of police had tele- 
phoned him last night regarding the inci- 
dent, but his account differed so widely from 
that given by Sidelnikoff that he must have 
further time for investigation. The minister 
gave the house hig personal assurance if the 
police were guilty in this case they would 
be punished. 

Stolypin :_Howled Down. 

The statement of M. Stolypin was greeted 
with cries from his left of *‘ Resign and take 
the chief of police with you,” which finally 
compelled the minister to cease speaking. 

The interpellation eventually was adopted 
unanimously. 

Implicate Trepoff in Massacre. 

After recess M. Stchepkin presented the 
Bialystok report. In a speech he emphasized 
the inefficiency of M. Stolypin’s measure in 
the early stages to stop rioting, and said 
Police Lieutenant Sherometieff and other 
organizers of the rioting at Bialystok acted 
under secret inspiratior and influences more 
powerful than the minister, thus plainly in- 
dicating Gen, Trepoff, although nis name was 
not mentioned. 

M. Stchepkin declared that the evidence 
obtained proved that no religious race preju- 
dice existed to warrant the measure; that 
the rioting was deliberately prepared by ac- 
cusing the Jews of being revolutionists; that 
the day of the riot was announced in ad- 
vance by the authorities: that the adminis- 
tration and the troops acted lawlessly in per- 
mitting the systematic killing of peaceful 
Jews, including women and children, under 
the guise of suppressing a revolution, and 
that the military and civil authorities not 
onlv assisted but participated in murders, 


tortures, and robbery. 
In conclusion M. Stchepkin presented the 


recommendation of the commission that In- 
terior Minister Stolypin and War Minister 
Ruciger be interpellated, asking if steps have 
been taken to prosecuteythe guilty civil and 
military officials. 


Maria Spiridonovo Off to Siberia. 

MOSCOW, July 5.—Maria Spiridonovo,. who 
killed Chief of Police Luzhenoffsky of Tam- 
bov, was sent today to Siberia with othe- 
prisoners. Spectators at the railway station 
bade her keep up a stout heart, to which 
she replied: ‘‘ We shall soon be back.” 


Mussu?man Witnesses Beheaded. 

KARS, Transcaucasia, July 5.—The decap- 
itated bodies of seven Mussulmans, who had 
been summoned to appear as witnese@es at the 
investigation into the interracial troubles. 
were found this morning outside the fortreas. 
It is feared this will provoke reprisals against 
Armenians.

Sir Joseph Ward Says He Considers 
‘Execative Greatest Man in World— 
Tells How Ratlroad Rebating Is 
Made Unknown in His Country 
Through Government Ownership— 
Wants Reciprocity with Us-—-To 
Lunch at Sagamore Hill Today: 


New York, July 5.—[{Special.}—Sir Joseph 
Ward, prime minister of New Zealand, head 
of the liberal party, which has been in power 
there since 1891, arrived today from England 
on his way home. He has been around the 
world. He is accompanied by Lady Ward, 
Miss Ward, and Vincent Ward, his children, 
and William Gray, minister of posts, who is 
his private secretary. Sir Joseph has an en- 
gagement to lupch with President Roosevelt 
at Sagamore Hill tomorrow. After this en- 
gagement he is going to start immediately 
for San Francisco. 

“YT regard President Roosevelt as the 
greatest man in the world—a man without a 
compeer,” said Sir Joseph today. 

Sir Joseph was a guest today at luncheon 
at the Lawyers’ club. There he met several 
editors. including Lord Northcliffe, who used 
to be Sir Alfred Harmsworth. 


Wants Reciprocity with Us. 

Sir Joseph, in a speech, told how the gov- 
ernment of New Zealand controlled busi- 
ness, and expressed a desire for a treaty with 
this country by which we would take New 
Zealand wool in exchange for some things 
of which we had an overabundance. Regard- 
ing government ownership in New Zealand, 
he said: 

“We had to make provision to prevent 
abuses from which older countries suffered— 
and we succeeded. The state may acquire 
estates by compulsion or lease them for pro- 
ductive purposes ior 999 years. By the cre- 
ation of that system we have induced the 
people to go into the country instead of set- 
tling in cities and creating a class of idlers. 
We don't know the meaning of the term un- 
employed,”’ 

Sir Joseph described the system of labor 
bureaus, under which any surplus labor in 
One place is reported all over the country, 
and persons registered at the bureaus are 
transported by the state to places where 
there is a dearth of labor. 


Make Railroads Serve Country. 


Regarding government ownership of rail-: 


roads Sir Joseph said: 

‘Our system is based on the theory that 
railroads are the spinal marrow of a coun- 
try, and should carry on the business of a 
community at the lowest possible price. We 
make it conditional that whenever earnings 
increase more than 8 per cent rates shall be 
lowered proportionately. Today we have 
the cheapest service in the world. It. is by 
these low rates that our people are able to 
compete with other countries, although they 
have 12,000 miles of water between them and 
their market. 

** We have found state ownership the only 
power to secure continuity of a system by 
which all pay the same rate. No party 
which may come into power will dare repeal 
any one of these so-called socialistic acts. 

“We cannot have any such thing as pri- 
vate rebates. All our rates are publicly 
gazetted. Any attempt at maladministra- 
tion would be detected at once by a system of 
public audit, and no government that shut 
its eyes to the abuses would hold office forty- 
eight hours.”’ 

Sir Joseph talked on the system of old 
age pensions. Any one more than 65 years 
old gets a pension. He said that it had been 
criticised, but that the people had approved 
it overwhelmingly at the last election. 


Coming to Chicago Saturday. 

Sir Joseph G. Ward, postmaster general of 
New Zealand, and holding other important 
offices, accompanied by Lady Ward, their 
son and daughter, Secretary of Postoffices 
William,Gray, Sir Joseph's and Mr. Gray's 
private Vecretaries, will reach Chicago on 
Saturday at4p.m. They will start for New 
Zealand via San Francisco the same evening. 
The party will be accompanied as far as 
San Francisco by Mr. and Mrs. William 
Bruce Leffingwell of the Hyde Park hotel. 
Sir Joseph is returning from the old worid, 
where he attended the postal congresr at 


Rome. 


BLACK EYE FOR LA FOLLETTE. 


President Roosevelt Appoints a Spooner 
Man as Postmaster at Mari- 
nette, Wis. 


Washington, D. C., July 5.—[Special.}— 
President Reosevelt has again decided in 
favor of Spconer and the stalwart faction 
in Wisconsin and has once more turned 
down Senator La Follette. Among the re- 
cess appointments made today at Oyster 
Bay was that of John J. O’Connell, who is 
given a commission as postmaster at Mar- 
inette, Wis. The nomination was originally 
made by the president two months before the 
adjournment on the recommendation of'Sen- 
ator Spooner and Representative Minor. 
Senator La Follette protested to: the presi- 
dent, because O’Connell would supplant a 
postmaster who had been the private secre- 
tary and personal friend of Isaac Stephen- 
son, the wealthy lumberman of Marinette, 
and a La Foliette man. 


La Follette claimed that Postmaster Pat- 


rick had supported the La Follette state 
ticket, while the man named to succeed him 
had opposed it. La Follette insisted that 
the nomination would put a premium upon 
irregularity, and the president withdrew the 
nomination at Senator La Follette’s request. 
The result was a deadlock between Spooner 
and La Follette, and the senate adjourned 
before the president had again sent in the 
nomination. » 

The action of the president in commission- 
ing O'Connell for the recess shows that he 
has decided, in this case at least, In favor 
of Senator Spooner and the stalwart wing. 


DECLINES HONOR OF PRESIDING. 


President Will Not Officiate at Recep- 
tion of William J. Bryan in 
New York. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 5.—President Roose- 
velt will not preside at the reception the 
Commercial Travelers’ Anti-Trust league ts 
to tender William J. Bryan at Madison 
Square Garden, New York, Aug. 19, on Mr. 
Bryan's return from around the world. 

The letter of William Hoge, president of 
the league, inviting President. Roosevelt tc 
officiate, and expressing the nonpartisan 
character of*the organization and its belief 
that the pregident is as much an enemy of 
the trusts as Mr. Bryan, was received and 
answered by Secretary Loeb. The president 
had determined some time ago to refuse all 
proffered engagements during the summer, 
and Secretary Loeb needed no further con- 
sultation in sending a declination. 

In accordance with time honored custom, 
President Roosevelt will cable his hearty 
congratulations to the royal family of Ger- 
many on the birth of an heir to the throne. 
If the president's message is made public’ 
it will be by the recipients. 


ZELAYA’S SON IS IN A CELL. 


Scion of Nicaragua’s President, Recent- 
ly Married, Charged with 
Larceny. 


Washington, D. C., July 5.—Alfonse Zelaya, 
son of the president of Nicaragua, was ar- 
rested today and locked in a cell at the First 
precinct station on a warrant charging peut 
larceny.

Wants Prosecutor Barred. 

Lawyers on both sides are getting into hot 
water with each other. J. Scott Ferguson, 
attorney for Hartje, complained today to the 
court of the connection of Assistant District 
Attorney Robb with the case. Ferguson 
asked that Robb be excluded from taking a 
hand on the defense’s side.

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—j| SUICIDE’S DEBTS 


MAY BE $150,000. 


Frank D. Callan Ends His Life 
Rather than Face a Cell for 
. Embezzlement. | 


POOR WOMEN HIS VICTIMS. 


Liabilities Pile Up Against Man 
Who Shot Himself When Gas 
Fails to Kill. 


The debts of Frank D. Callan, who commit- 
ted suicide in his resideyte, 1395 Sheridan 
road, yesterday, to escape prosecution which 
threatened to terminate in the penitentiary, 
may reach $150,000. Callan was head of the 
defunct real estate firm of F. D. Callan & Co. 
On top of revelatione of extensive dealings, 
apparently of fraudulent eharacter, it was 
predicted by lawyers that the ‘succeeding 
weeks will be productive of multitudinous 
Claims against Callan's estate from smail 
investors scattered over various sections of 
the county. 


Callan shot and killed himself while he was | 


in his bedroom in the early’ morning. -Pre- 
viously he had been resuscitated by Dr. I. 
E. Kerlin after an attempt to kill himself 
by Inhaling escaping gas. He had been suf- 
fering from a broken leg for several weeks. 
A coroner's jury returned a verdict of suicide 
while temporarily insane. 

If the real estate dealer had survived he 
probably would have been taken on a stretch- 
er ‘to Justice Martin's court as the result of 
the forfeiture of +, bond of $2,000 given for his 
appearance to anewer the charge of swindling 
Miss Amanda Peterson, 804 West Adams 
street, out of $7,400, 

Victim Faced Other Warrants. 

Previous to the Peterson case he had 
been arrested secretly several times, and 
attorneys for numerous clients were prepar- 
ing to secure more warrants for him on 
charges of embezzlement and swindling. ~ 

The only ray of hepe left for his creditors 
is in life insurance policies aggregating $190, - 
000. Policies to the amount of $100,000 were 
turned over by Callan co 8. J. Kerr, his at- 
torney, some time ago. to satisfy éreditors, 
but Kerr was unable to hypothecate them 
because Callan was comparatively a young 
man, being only 44 years old. Since that 
time some of the policies had been permitted 
to lapse. 

According to the testimony given by ac- 
quaintances of Callan and those who had 
dealings with him, his methods were not of 
a kind to bring money back to investors.

“*T am in bad,’she said ‘I have put up

money.’ 

“ He gaid he had spent hie money foolishly. 
Most of his investors seem to have beep 
women of smell means. His method was to 
pay interest on the investments madé.” 


Lawyer Admits $100,000 Debt.

the amount of Callan’s Indebtedness at $100,- 
000, He said Mrs. Callan declared that had 
she been aware of the financial condition of 


her husband she would have refused to con--: 


¢inue living in the expensive apartments on 
Sheridan road. -Mr. Kerr said he believed 
Callan was an honest man, although his 
transactions turned out unfortunately. 

The body was shipped to Binghamton, 
NW. Y., in the afternoon. Mrs. Callan and her 
children, Grace, aged 15; Earl, aged 12, and 
Warner, aged 4, accompanied it. 

J. N. Varty, who was formerly associated 
with Callan in the firm of Callan & Varty, 
died under peculiar circumstances in Ari- 
gona.

Widow of Naturalist Killed by Auto in 
Buffalo Leaves City with 
Her Sons. 


Mrs. Lydia Avery Coonley Ward left Chi- 
cago for Rochester, N, Y., yesterday after- 
noon to take charge of the body of her hus- 
band, Prof. Henry A. Ward, the naturalist, 
who was killed by an automobile in Buffalo 
Wednesday evening. She was accompanied 
by -two of her sons, Avery Coonley and Pren- 
tiss L.. Coonley. 

The body of Prof. Ward is in Rochester. 
The funeral will be held from the Unitarian 
church tomorrow morning. 

The body will then be taken back to Buf- 
falo for cremation, this being at Prof. Ward's 
request. 

Chauffeur Claims Death an Accident. 

Buffalo, N. Y., July 5.—From the story told 
by witnesses.it appears that Prof. Henry 
Augustus Ward, the Chicago naturalist, who 
was killed here by an automobile, was cross- 
ing Delaware avenue when the machine bore 
down on him. 

Gunnell, the chauffeur, was charged with 
manslaughter.

SEEK TO STOP OLD TRAILERS. 


Wreck in Evanston Stirs Aldermen to 
Action—Man Killed on “L’’ 
Structure. 


The wreck fourth of July on the Evanston 
street car line, in which seventeen persons 
were injured, has stirred the Evanston city 
council to an investigation which may result 
in the street car company being compelled 
to abandon the light trailers which have been 
the cause of a number of such disasters. Ald. 
Frank R. Seelye, chairman of the railroad 
committee took up the matter yesterday and 
will offer a report at-the meeting Tuesday 
evening. 

The trailers, which are converted horse 
cars, are so light they run off the track 
easily, and cause numerous accidents. Many 
complaints have been received from Evans- 
ton residents and an effort will now be made 
to bar these cars from use,

by a north bound south side elevated train 
while walking along the tracks of the struc- 
ture at Twenty-fourth street yesterday after- 
noon.

NO SALOON LICENSE; SUES. 


John Rode Declares Mayor Dunne Re- 
fused Him Saloon License With- 
out Just Grounds. 


Refused a license for a saloon at 196 Twen- 
ty-second street, John Rode yesterday ap- 
pealed to the Circuit coutt for a writ of man- 
damus to compel Mayor Dunne to’ issue the 
permit. The petitioner relates that He ap- 
proached the Mayor on June 17 in quest of 
a license, and that he offered a bond of $3,000, 
but the mayor, he says, declined to issue the 
license.

Judge Threatens to Sentence the 
Ousted Chief Executive and 
His Supporters.

Terre Haute, Ind., July 5.—[{Special.}— 
Both sides in the mayoralty fight, which fs 
disrupting the city and had led to a state of 
@harchy, today took action in the courts in 
@n effort to gain the upper hand. 

In the Circuit court City Controller Buck- 
Ingham took a change of venue from Special 
Judge Williams in the injunction proceed- 
ings brought by the mayor against the con- 
troller assuming to act as mayor on the as- 
' gamption that the mayor had been removed. 
‘The day was spent in trying to get Qnother 
judge, and this evening a message was sent 
to Judge W. D. Robinson of the state Ap- 
péllate court, asking him to preside. 

Tu the Superior court attorneys for the tm- 
*peaching councilmen got a writ of attach- 
ment for Mayor Bidamah and his attorney, 
Louis Reichman, for contempt of the court’s 
order, issued on Tuesday, to stop them from 
interrupting a meeting of the council that 
night, the interruption havimg been a notice 
by Reichman of the prosecution of the coun- 
cilmen. ; 

Judge Stimson granted a continuance until 
next Tuesday and then refused to hear a 
motion from Reichman, telling a bailiff to 
make him take his seat: Just before this 
the judge had said in his office he would 
send both Bidaman and Reichman to jail 
and if he could find any crowd which cheered 
the mayor at the council meeting he also 
would send them to jail. The contempt case 
goes over until next Monday. 


Disorder in Full Force. 


Terre Haute, with 75,000 inhabitants, is a 
city without a mayor. It may have two 
executives in a few days more, with rival 
police forces and divided departments. 

Riot talk is in the air, for the city is evenly 

divided in the struggle, and no proceedings 
pending in the courts can decide the title of 
mayor. The last two meetings of the com- 
mon council have been attended by tlfreats 
and armed forces and disorderly adjourn- 
ments. To cap the climax the bartenders’ 
“-YWmion has boycotted the councilmen who 
voted against a wide opentown. _ 
_ The situation is dramatic in the extreme. 
Jt is the life and death struggle for control of 
the council between the new party shouting 
under the banner of reform and the old 
“ vested interests ’’’ which have been accus- 
tomed to dictate municipal affairs for twen- 
ty years. 

The city is reveling in the laxity of ad- 
_ ministration. The red Hght district is the 
scene of a hundred all night carousals with 
the police looking on. The saloons make no 
pretense of obeying the law. Gambling is 
lid free. The streets and parks are infested 
with drunken hoodlums who annoy women, 
and street fights of the most brutal character 
are common. 

This municipal muddle is the anti-climax 
to the great fight which the Manufacturers’ 
club and minor reform organizations started 
_for pure city government last winter. That 
fight failed, and the aroused people sunk 
‘back into their old apathy under the dom- 
ination of the saloons, the gamblers, and the 
and poltical “ bosees.” 
one is sure whether he ts facing the square 
iesue of reform and graft or whether the new

false-end in view. The pendulum of public 
opinion is swinging with every new wind. 


Mayor, Impeached, Holds On. 


yor Bidaman was impeached and de- 
posed last week by a vote of 6 to 3 in the 
common council. He had only two months to 
serve. He refuses to be deposed, saying that 
the council had no’right to take any action 
beyond filing charges. He holds his office in 
the city hall, breathing flery threats at his 
opponents. ‘ 

Frank M. Buckingham, the city controller, 
thinks he is the mayor, and as he has no 
city hall he is holding on to the purse strings. 
He announced today that he would appoint 
a controller and a new board of public 
safety“to reorganize the police department. 
All Bidaman adherents in the department, 
and. they are many, will have to go. In the 
meantime, both sides are restrained from in- 
terfering with the other. 

Terre Haute is a fair city in its physical 
aspects.. But it is in morals, both public and 
private, that the city fails to live up to the 
average municipality. Built out of the popu- 
lation of Old Vincennes, the stronghold of 
French infidelity, the attempt to graft Puri- 
tahical ideals has resulted inconfusion. The 
passion for municipal reform and “ trust 
busting “ which has swept down the ancient 
political barriers in the great cities of the 
country hge percolated in diluted drops to 
this southern. Indiana community. The 
struggle, begun to shake off the hold of the 
breweries and the corporations, promises to 
end in failure. 


How Forces Line Up. 

Here are the forces behind Buckingham: 

The majority of the common council. 

The Manufacturers’ club. 

The ministers. 

Behind Bidaman are the following: 

The police department. 

The bartenders’ union. 

The gamblers.(fifty of them). 

The saloons (230 ef them). 

The superficial pretext upon which the fight 
has been made is that of closing the saloons 
according to the law (11 o’clock and all day 
Sunday) and driving out the gambling dena, 
‘which have ‘been the scenes of murders, 
driven clerks to abscond, broken one bank, 
and ruined many of the city’s young men. 
The greatest force in the open which is op- 
posing Bidaman is the Manufacturers’ club, 
an organization of the wealthiest *manufac«- 
turers and most prominent citizens in Terre 
Haute. Behind these forces, however. ave 
the real elements of the struggle, represented 
by these men: 

Against Bidaman and all the corrupt sys- 

. tem holding the city and county patronage: 
“Tom” Kehoe, president of the school 
board. 
| Against the council and Buckingham anda 
' Tepresenting the political and financial power 
of the city: 

John E. Lamb, former congressman, now 
corporation lawyer, who has obtained many 
valuable franchises from the city, 

Frank McKeen, president of the McKeen 
Naticnal bank. 

Crawford Fairbanks, president of the Terre 
Haute Brewery company. 


McKeen and Lamb County Bosses. 


_ McKeen and Lamb are the political bosses 
_efthe county. With Lamb, a democrat, and 
McKeen, a republican, they had a combina- 
tion that could not lose. They controlled 
every important public office and practically 
dictated the affairs of the city and county 
to the puppets they put upon the throne. 
The control of the next administration is at 
stake. : 
The McKeen-Lamb machine has fed at the 
Public crib for thirty years. All the depart- 
ments of the city and county government 
‘were honeycombed with graft. Four county 
treasurers were found, to be short $200.000, 
and the influence exefted in their behalf 
_~ Was so great that theyinever were indicted. 
The people never raised:a whimper. 
- <The Steag administration, just previous 
- to Bidaman, was the climax of the wide open 
policy. Laxity was the keynote of the police 
» Mepartment and gambling was as free and 
- operas theday. Men stood on the street cor-

during a quarrel with a gambler. 
different public opinion awoke, and @ unan-— 
imous cry for the closing of the gambling 
houses came. Gus Conzman, cashier of the 
Vigo County National bank, absconded with 
$100,000 and the bank broke. He had lost 
it in a gambling house. The cry grew into 
an insistent demand, and Bidaman, who had 
been running for mayor on the reform and 
closed town ticket, was elected by 1,800 ma- 
jority. He was the first reform mayor ever 
elected, and the city congratulated ithelr. 
Self-respect began to awake. | 
Bidaman started in to be a good mayor. 
He did more than any of his predecessors 
ever had done. He stamped out policy and 
keno and slot machines, then he rested on 
his laurels for a while and appointed WIll- 
iam Lints his chief of police. From that 
time on the law enforcement was irregular. 
It was said at the time that Lints had made 
a compact with the brewers and the gam- 
blers. At least the reformers began to feal 


themselves cheated. 
Kehoe Enters the Fight. 


About this time a new primary law was 
passed and Bidaman wasrenominated. Pub- 
lic confidence had not been lost in his inten- 
tions. That same week wasa gala week, and 
Bidaman arranged, it was charged, to have 
the gamblers resume open operations. This 
became known and the fury that it raised 
did not rest until he was defeated for election 
last September. James Lyons, chief of po- 
lice under Mayor Steig, thé notorious, was 
elected. 

The hand of “ Tom " Kehoe was tn all this. 
A big, brainy man, with no financial interests 
at stake and the love of politics and power 
his ruling passion, he had gradually become 
a factor which Lamb and McKeen had to 
reckon with. His open enmity to McKeen 
was shown when he caused the schoo! funds 
to be diverted from McKeen's bank to the 
Urited States Trust company. 

During the early part of Bidaman’s ad- 
ministration Kehoe fought the “ intereste ”’ 
to keep his control over the easily dominated 
mayor. When Lints came in Kehoe lost 
his hold, and tn the second election failed 
to support. Bidaman. 

After his defeat, with one more year to 
serve, Bidaman cast aside all reform masks 
and allowed the gamblers and the saloon- 
keepers to run things to suit themselves, 
He did not do this without trouble, for the 
board of public safety discharged Lints after 
the gala week event, and the mayor prompt- 
ly removed the board. 

Using a last vestige of control over Bida- 
man, Kehoe and his adherents got “ Nick " 
Filer appointed chief and a new board com- 
posed of good citizens. Filer closed the 
resorts tight and enforced the laws to the 
letter. As a result the mayor had another 
conflict. He ordered Filer not to enforce 
certain laws. The indignation over this 
added another cause for his defeat. 

With his last chance gone, Bidaman put 
in a new beard of public safety, composed 
of men he could handle, made Lints chief 
again, and continued to pursue*this course 
under the dictation of Kehoe’s enemies until 
the impeachment proceedings. 

The hand of Kehoe is seen again in this 
action of the council, although the Manu- 
facturere’ club took the most active part 
in working up the agitation. Isaac G. Read- 
ing, superintendent of the American Car and 
Foundry company, and president of the club, 
was the leading spirit. The first impeach- 
ment proceedings practically brought the 
reform movement to a climax. The im- 
peachmem failed through the wavering of 
one councilman, and the mayor was vindi- 
cated. The people, who had been excited 
to a high degree of civic emotionalism by 
this dramatic spectacle, fell back into the 
old indifference when it failed. 

Last week, with but two months more to 
serve, the second impeachment was brought. 
Kehoe denied that he had anything t6 do 
with it, the Manufacturers’ club will not 
admit it, and it rests with the majority mem- 
bers of the council whose motive is said by 
Bidaman to be a political game. 

Four councilmen obtained the evidence, 
They made a trip to the slums and found 
policemen dancing on the street with women 
ang entering disorderly houses to take part 
in the ribaldry, not to stop it. They found 
women on the streets who accosted them. 
They found saloons open all night and liquor 
being sold in places without a license. Then 
they told. .of these things and voted by a 
count of six to three to remove the mayor. 

Bidaman refused to vacate office. Buck- 
ingham failed in his opportunity and failed 
to take the office by force. This is the in- 
junction situation:

Order secured by Bidaman against Buckingham 
restraining him from acting as mayor; court re- 


fused to dismiss.

Nattkemper restraining Bidaman from acting as 
mayor; pending. 
 Bidaman .Tells His Position. 

Bidaman stated his position in short terms. 
He is a well groomed man of superficial 
polish. His chaotic administration has made 
him cynical and bitter. 

**T am no reformer,” he said, with a sneer. 
**T never claimed to be one. Those minis- 
ters tried to force me into line, but I told 
them I stood for a sane regulation of evils, 
nota tight town. That is where I dostand. 
A minister is the only thing that has gota 
sandbag beaten for getting money out of peo- 
ple. Show me the man who wants this town 
put under the blue laws, and I will show you 
a fool.

French Lick Springs, Ind., July 5.—Thomas 
Taggart, chairman of the democratic na- 
tional committee, today gave the following 
statement, madein reply to the demand made 
by a New York newspaper that he resign the 
national chairmanship of the democratic 
committee. 

“This newspaper has allowed itself to be 
imposed upon by the false and scandalous 
publications of a rival newspaper, whose 
editor is my personal enemy for reasons best 
known to himself. ! 

“A building owned by the French Lick 
Springs company, wholly disconnected from 
the hotel property, was leased to a party to 
be used for billlardsgq@nd bowling alleys, with 
a strong clause against gambling in the lease.

SHBS DANGBR IN CLIMATE 


EXPERT SAYS IT MAKES MODERN 
| " , 


Prof, John Mason Tyler of Amherst 
Points to Rapid Rate at Which 
Business Men Are Living and De- 
clares Their Children Lack Vital- 
‘ity, Are Nervous, and Unable, to 
Withstand Shocks — Change from 
Farm to City Too Great, He Says. 


America’s climate, regarded by scientists 
as the prime factor in the country’s mar- 
velous growth from colonial days, may he 
the cause of its degeneracy, according to 
Prof. John Mason Tyler of Amherst col- 
lege, one of. the leading pedagogists of the 
world. 

‘Every decade,’ he explained to students 
at the University of Chicago yesterday, 
opening a series of lectures, “our climate 
has been drawing the strings On our nervous 
system tignter and tighter until now they 
are ready to snap.” 

Physical degeneration is noticeable now tin 
the children of the business and professional 
men, he asserted. 


Strain of Modern Life Terrible. 

“The strain of modern ‘life, the desire for 
wealth, for comfort, and luxury is terrible,” 
he said. It falls on the nervous system, 
not on the muscles, for we are changing, 
from a life in the open—a life of manual 
labor—to a life in the use of the brain. This 
tendency is going to continue and we can’t 
help it. 

“ You cannot change, however, in two gen- 
erations from life on the farm to life th tre 
city without affecting the human frame, 
some part of the body. There is bound to 
be some injury to the digestive apparatus 
or internal organs. They are certain to 
respond. 

“Children of business and professional 
men are born with.a lower’tone of vitality 
and weaker nervous systems. Often they 
inherit nervous diseases. When pain is suf- 
fered they feel it more severely. They suf- 
fer more from heat or cold. They become 
more timid and suffer more from hysteria 
and general weakness. 

“Think of our condition today and com- 
pare it with that of a century ago. Amer- 
icans a hundred years, ago lived on pork 
and doughnuts to a@ great extent. Before 
going to’ bed they were not satisfied unless 
they ate a large piece of mince pie. We 
say today, ‘ What a barbarous bill of fare '— 
we who can’t stand anything stronger than 
tea and crackers. ; 


Long Schooling Tells on Children. 

‘ Children a centurg ago went to school on 
the average of twelve weeksa year. Sixteen 
weeks was anextralongterm. Forty weeks 
were spent on the farm, in open life, study~- 
ing nature, physical needs,” and the world. 
That surely was the grandest system, the 
best system we have yet had. 

“Ten months are spent by the children 
today in school. And there are many of us 
urging vacation schools just to take the chil- 
dren off our hands for the other two montha. 

“ We are educating our children today for 
boundless opportunities. It is a world of 
boundless good. The hopeful signs are ten- 
fold. But it is a world of sudden change, a 
world of the unexpected. . Men are growing 
hungry and soon they will wander back from 
the wilderness.’’ | ;

| BORGES IS SENT TO PRISON 
FOR THE UBERO CONSPIRACY. 


Must Serve Twelve to Fifteen Years— 
Fellow-Plotter, Former Congressman 
Owens, Still Is Free. 


Boston, Mass., July 5.—Ferdinand UW. 
Borges, one of the promoters of the Ubero 
Plantation company, today was sentenced 
to serve from twelve to fifteen years in the 
state prison for larceny and conspiracy by 
Judge White.in the Superior Criminal court. 
Borges was convicted on seventy-three 
counts of larceny and one of conspiracy in 
connection with the affairs of the Ubero 
company. 

Former Congressman Willlam D. Owen of 
Indiana, who was indicted on the same 
charge, has not been arrested. 

Borges and Owen were indicted last 
November on 126 counts charging them with 
larceny’ and two counts charging conspiracy 
in connection with their scheme of forming 
the Ubero Plantation company and the Cor- 
solidated Ubero Plantation Company of Bos- 
ton. 

The Ubero Plantation company proposed to 
raise rubber, coffee, limes, and other tropical 
products upon its plantation, said to be lo- 
cated on the isthmus of Tehuantepec, Mexico. 
But it developed later that the company 
did not even own the land which it called its 
plantation. 

The greater part of the $2,000,000 lost 
through this scheme came from the pockets 
of the poor and many’ women also were vic- 
tims of this conspiracy. 

The fraud came to the notice of the United 
States postal. authorities, who cut off\the 
receipt of all mail, and Judge Howell of 
Boston was asked to appoint a receiver, the 
baring of the whole scheme and the indict- 
ment of Borges and Owen following. 


TYSCZKIEWICSZ IS NOW TIDD. 


Cleveland Man Has Court Change His 
Name Because It Is Too Hard 
to Pronounce. 


Cleveland, O., July 5.—[Special.]—On the 
plea that his name was unpronounceable 
John Tysczkiewicsz had it changed to John 


Tidd in the Probate court today. 


The present rental paid by Adolphus Busch 
of St. Louls is understood to be $66,000, and 
it Is said that, while he was desirous of re- 
newing his lease of the property, he was un- 
willing to pay the big increase demanded by 
the Leiter estate.

$175 a Square Foot for Property. 

This is 4 per cent on $4,375,000, which Is at 
the rate of about $175 a square foot for the 
25,110 square feet in the holding, a hair rais- 
ing price for so large a piece of ground in 
Clark street. The plan involved the removal 
of the hotel an@ the erection of a skyscraper 
with a bank on the first floor. 

Tt is also said that parties representing 
an active Chicago hotel man and a capitalist 
made Mr. Leiter an offer of a substantial 
increase in the rental shortly before the 
first of July, the date of the expiration of the 
option held by Mr. Harper. 


Those Who Will Be in Charge. 

The latter, who is president of the hotel 
company, will devote his time to the manage- 
ment of the hotel. Thomas G. Deering is sec- 
retary of the company, and it is understood 
that Horace Leland Wiggins, one of the 
proprietors of the Leland hotel at Springfield, 
Ill., which has been recently leased for a 
term of years, is interested. 

The present, or new Grand Pacific as itis 
sometimes called was opened in 1898 by Al- 
bert Glennie and Dr. William H. Kerr, but 
the venture did not prove a success, and the 
two finally retired, leaving Adolphus Busch 
in control.

WIDENING HALSTED STREET. 


The board of local improvements has 
in hand the most important projeét it has 
ever taken up. It is the widening of 
Halsted street from Chicago avenue to 
‘Twenty-second street to a width of 100 
feet. This is an improvement which the 
west side has long needed. It will give 
that section of the city a splendid north 
_ and south business thoroughfare—a west 
- ide State street. The land damages— 
- the cost of the thirty-four foot strip to 
be taken on the west side of the street— 
will be between $4,000,000 and $5,000,- 
000, but that will be covered by the bene- 
fits assessed. The improvement will be 
go farreaching in its effect that real es- 
 *tate as far away as Western avenue will 
be required to make a small contribution 
towards the expense. 
There is violent opposition to the 
Widening of the street. With hardly an 
‘exception the owners of the land which 
is proposed to take object to what 
they call “confiscation.” Some of them 
‘Say that their lots will be so shallow

There would be few im- 
provements of any kind if short sighted 
property owners were allowed to have 
their own way.

Two or three aldermen will take up the 
cause of the objectors: They will te 
able to postpone the widening of the 
street, but it should not be in their power 
to defeat it. The tmprovement Is greatly 
needed. It will be worth to the business 
interests of the west side many times its 
cost. The objectors should be overruled. 


THE NEW COMMISSION. 


"The railroad rate law gives the interstate 
-  @ommerce commission seven members in- 
_ stead of five. In view of the increased 
‘amount of work to be done by the commis- 
sion the addition to its membership was 
necessary. The problem now isto find seven 
me who are competent to execute accepta- 
bly the provisions of the rate law if it shall 
‘run ike gantiet of the courts successfully. 
They Bhouid be picked with about as much 
care as Supreme court justites. Every one 
of them ‘should be physically as well as 
mentally qualified for positions which will 
entail hard and continnous work. The mem- 
bers should be so richly endowed with 
knowledge and discretion that the public 
will have confidence in their conclusions. A 
eommission which slall go too fast and too 
far and whose work is frequently reviewed 
unfavorably by the courts will impair the 
value of a law from which the public thinks 
#0 much good is to flow. 

It has been rumored that Messrs. Knapp, 
Pronty, Clements, and Cockrel! are to be 
continued on the commission. The last of 
these was appointed out of courtesy at the 
close of his long term of service in the sen- 
ate. He had had no practical knowledge of 
the technical side of the railroad question, 
The only excuse for his appointment was 
‘that the commission had next to no power. 


’ . Now that it has been given great authority 


it would be weakened by the reappointment 
of Mr. Cockrell. 


q _. _* Nor would it be strengthened by the reap- 


pointment of Mr. Clements. He has been 
@ reasonably satisfactory member of the 
commission, but it should not be impossible 
for the president to find some other southern 
@emocrat much better suited for the place. 
“Messrs. Knapp and Prouty should be kept 
where they are. They understand the tren 
portation problem and are competent to ad- 
minister the new law. Mr. Prouty is odious 
te the railroad men, who have found him a

© deal to see him off the commission. But 
while he has often made unpleasant remarks 
bout railroad methods he has no disposition 
to treat the roads unfairly.

JUSTICE, NOT MALICE. 

President Roosevelt took the text for 
his fourth of July-speech from one of the 
‘addresses of Abraham Lincoln, One of 
the sentences he quoted was: “So long 
as I have been here [in the White house] 
I have not willingly planted a thorn In 
any man’s breast.” President Roosevelt, 
by using and praising those words as he 
did, made their sentiment his own. He 
said, in substance, that he had not will- 
ingly -planted a thorn in the breast of any 
man. 
This may be taken as the president's 
answer to the charge of the packers that 
he has been persecuting them—that when 
he was foiled in the attempt to have 
them punished in the criminal courts he 
lent a willing ear to the allegations that 
“revolting conditions” existed in their 
plants and helped on the agitation which 
they say has done great injury to their 
business. It would not have been digni- 
fied or becoming to make a formal reply 
to assertions of that kind, but the fourth 
of July address is an indirect but une- 
quivocal reply to them. ‘The packers 
may rest assured that the president was 
not actuated by malice but by a sense of 
justice. He did not willingly plant 
thorns in their breasts. 

The packers are not the only men who 
have no love for the president. The 
Standard Oil people have a low opinion 
of him. The railroad .magnates cannot 
see why he does not let them alone in- 
stead of getting after them in the courts 
and in congress. These individuals have 
no kind words for tke president, but he 
has charitable words for them. He says: 
“Tet us remember that many of the men 
who do the things of which we complain, 
even among those who do the worst, are 
American citizens with much the same 
tastes, tempers, and characters as we 
have, but who have been exposed 10 
special temptations.” Poor men should 
make ‘great allowances for millionaires, 
reflect that they might behave worse in 
their places, and be thankful that they 
are free from the corrupting influence of 
riches. As the president says, men are 
sometimes wrongdoers “through force of 
circumstances.” In that case the causes 
of their wrongdoing should be removed. 
The men who are affected by the recent 
regulative and restrictive legislation of 
congress should be grateful to it for 
emancipating them to a certain degree 
from the tyranny of circumstances. 

“War with the evil,” says the presi- 
dent, “but show no spirit of malignity 
toward the man who may be responsible 
for the evil.” That is, regulate the 
Standard Oil company so that it may 
not violate the laws, and punish the ‘men 
connected with i¢ when they can be 
proved to have done wrong, but punish 
them in the spirit of justice, not of mal- 
ice and rancor. 

This is a just and acceptable rule of 
action. It will not appeal to the wrong- 
doers, who ask only to be let alone. It 
will not appeal to the blatant dema- 
gogues who seek to persuade the people 
that wealth is always dishonestly ac- 
quired and wickedly weed. It shonld 
appeal to the sober minded and fair ele- 
ment in the community. 


THE MARRIAGE OF TEACHERS. 

The long list of June brides always con- 
tains the names of auite a number of school 
teachers who give up the work in the class- 
room for the more congental duties of the 
heme. The end of the year of study is the 
watural time for resignations for such rea- 
sons, and so public attention is directed each 
year to these changes in the personne! of 
Chicago’s teaching foree. The number of 
teachers who leave the profession in a given 
year is so small when compared with the 
total number on the roster of the schools 
that the withdrawal would pass unnoticed 
were it not connected with the romantic side 
of life suggested by the marriage tie. 

There are two distinct kinds of teachers, 
one the professional class, composed of men 
aud women who have adopted teaching asa 
means of livelihood. Their interests are 
those of the schools, and where they are 
wise and prudent they study to improve 
themselves for still better effective service 
as the years go by. From this class thereal 
solidity of the school comes, for life and 
thought alike are given to the pupils. The 
second class of teachers is a large one, made 
up of persons who teach merely as a tempo- 
rary makeshift: They have in view the 
law cr the medical profession or some other 
walk in life to which the teaching experience 
bears no relationship, except that of a pos- 
sible way of making some needed money 
for the preparation for the future desired 
activity.

The chances are, therefore, that the fn- 
teresis of the schools are not seriously af- 
fected when many resignations come with 
the close of each school year. The waiting 
list is alwars a long one, filled with the names 
of these who seek places to teach, some of 
them with the purpose of entering the pro- 
fession permanently, others looking for tem- 
porary occupation only, but all having some- 
thing of value to add to the teaching staff. 
The resignations of some give desired op- 
portunities to others, and out of the constant 
change in the teachers it is likely that the 
loss which comes when a trained instructor 
retires is more than offset by the gain of new 
spirit and new ambition. 


SECRETARY ROOT’S SOUTHERN TRIP. 

The United States cruiser Charleston is 
on tin way southward carrying a notable 
passenger on a notable voyage in the person 
of the secretary of state, Elihu Root, on his 
way to the Pan-American congress at Rio 
Janeiro and to a visit to several of the South 
American republics. What this trip may 
mean to the United States no one can fore 
tell. In the Hight of history it is an event of 
great importance. In its possibilities it is 
simply boundless. It links the name of 
Root with those of Clay and Blaine, his 
predecessors in the office which has most to 
do with the foreign relationships of the 
government.

But troubles 
among the South American states and be 
tween Mexico and Guatemala prevented 
any meeting, this making the eleventh 
abortive plan for international conference 
since the days of Clay, although to some of 
these proposed meetings the United States 
was not invited. In 1889 Blaine was elected 
president of a conference held in the United 
States and again expressed his hope that the 
only question discussed be that of arbitra- 
tion.” Before the conference met the dele- 
gates were taken a 6,000 mile trip through 
the eastern and middle parts of the country, 
visiting forty-one cities, in which every ef- 
fort was made to impress them with the 
bigness and power of the United States, an 
utfortunate plan as afterwards developed, 
because that was the one thing always 
feared whenever suggestion of joint action 
with the United States has been heard. 
F'rom a combination of reasons little came 
from this conference except the establish- 
ment of a bureau of American republics 
which has done much to spread through the 
coumry information about the Centra] and 
South American states. 

Mr. Root has the best chance of the three 
secretaries to accomplish something definite. 
None of the difficulties which confronted 
Clay are now operative, and friendly feeling 
and international thought in general have 
advanced far beyond the point where they 
were in 1889. Much will depend upan Mr. 
Root, and he is a man to be trusted.

ISCOUNT AND VISCOUNTESS 
CLIFDEN have just been called upon 
to furnish in an extremely unpleasant 
fashion an illustration of the extraor- 
dinary severity of the laws of Eng- 

land dealing with political bribery and cor- 
ruption. The viscountess, whose husband 
owns some 70,000 acres of land in Cambridge- 
shire and in Cornwall, gave a.garden party 
some time ago at Lanhydrock, her place in 
Cornwall, it being understood that the enter- 
tainment was in connection with the vis- 
count’s presidency of the Liberal association 
of the duchy. Unfortunately {ft occurred in 
the midst of the recent parliamentary electo- 
ral campaign, in which her eldest son, the 
Hon. D. C. Agar-Robartes, ram as liberal 
tandidate for the Bodmin division of Corn- 
wall. The garden party was @ great success. 
So was the election—from a liberal point of 
view. And young Agar-Robartes was re- 
turned to parliament by a large majority. 

The defeated conservative candidate, who 
never at any time had had any chance of 
winning, thereupon instituted proceedings 
against Agar-Robartes and lodged a petition 
against his election on the ground that he and 
his friends and agents had rendered them- 
gelves guilty of violation of the statutes 
against corruption in parliamentary elec- 
tion matters. The affair was brought into 
court, was tried in the usual fashion before 
two of the Supreme court judges at Bodmin, 
and they have now issued a decree invali- 
dating the return of Agar-Robartes, ordering 
a new election, om the ground that Lady Clif- 
den, by giving her garden party, had vio- 
lated that section of the anti-corruption law 
which prohibits treating in parliamentary 
campaigns. The law in question runs as 
follows: 

“Any person who either himself or by 
proxy, either before, during, or after the 
election, directly or indirectly gives, provides, 
or pays for, either wholly or in part, any 
meat, drink, entertainment, or provision to 
or for persons entitled to vote,’ and also 
‘“‘ Any elector who accepts such meat, drink, 
entertainment, or provision, or the equiva- 
lent thereof,’’ shall be held guilty of bribery. 

The decision against young Agar-Robartes, 
in addition to depriving him of his seat In 
parliament, debars him from being elected 
to parliament for the constituency In queés- 
tion—that is to say, for the Bodmin division 
of East Cornwall, where his home and the 
greater part of his father’s large landed 
property are situated—for a period of seven 
years. Poor Lady Clifden, who is a charm- 
ing woman and who certainly mever has had 
any idea of rendering herself guilty of 
bribery, was subpeenaed in the case, com- 
pelled to testify in court, and made to feel 
that by giving the garden party in question 
she had virtually exposed herself to punish- 
ment by imprisonment and fine. 

a 

In this connection I recall the former 
colonial secretary, Joseph Chamberlain, re- 
lating to me on one occasion how his friend 
and chief lHeutenant, the Rt. Hon. Jesse 
Collings, had been ‘unseated after having 
been returned as member for Ipswich merely 
because one of his agents. had promised to 
pay the sum of 3 shillings and sixpence—that 
is to say, about 80 cents—for defraying the 
cost of the railroad ticket to Ipswich of a 
single voter, who was temporarily absent 
from the borough The agent discovered 
afterwards he had done wrong in offering to 
defray the small expense in question, and 
accordingly refused’ payment. The voter, 
considerably disgusted, was loud in his com- 
plaints, which came to the knowledge of Mr. 
Collings’ defeated opponent, who thereupon 
made a petition against the validity of Mr. 
Collings’ election on the ground of “ illegal 
practices "’—that is to say, of corruption. 
The judge before whom the case was brought 
for trial at Ipswich deemed this single cir- 
cumstance sufficient cause to unseat Mr. 
Collings. 

In another instance—also cited by Mr. 
Chamberlain in my conversation with him 
about the matter—a member of parliament 
who had been elected for the constituency 
of Stourbridge was unseated for the sole rea- 
son that a short time before election he had 
promised one of the voters the loan of one of 
hie agricultural machines. 

These election cases are tried by the judges 
of the high court, without juries, and there 
is no appeal from their decision. 


oe 


Among the oddities of the English election 
laws which will appear strange to Americans 
are those which prohibit the candidate from 
paying for the use of carriages or horses 
and from defraying the railroad expenses 
for the conveyance of electors to the polls. 
He is, however, at perfect liberty to place 
his own carriages and horses or those of 
his friends at the disposal of his constituents 
for the purpose. Of course this is contrary 
to all democratic notions. For whereas the 
rich candidate and his friends can place 
any number of their private carriages at 
the disposal of the electors, many of whom 
relish the privilege of driving for once in 
gorgeous equipages behind servants in liv- 
ery, the poor candidate is debarred from 
making use of or hiring any public convey- 
ance for the transportation of his voters 
to the polls. A curious exception is, how- 
ever, made in favor of both in localities 
such as, for instance, on the sea coast or 
on the banks of rivers where the electors 
have to cross the water in order to reach 
the polling places. In such cases as these 
the candidate is allowed to pay for the use 
of the boat. 

> 

Lord and Lady Clifden and their son would 
have received a great deal more sympathy 
in all this unpleasant matter were it not 
for the remarkable unpopularity of the vis- 
count at court and in society, much of it 
having originated in connection with his 
shabby treatment of his kinsman, the fifth 
earl of Hardwicke. Having acquired by 
purchase a mortgage to the extent of $1,000,- 
000 upon the ancestral country seat and 
estates in Cambridgeshire of Lord Hard- 
wicke, he suddenly and without any warn- 
ing took advantage of a momentary em- 
barrassment that prevented the earl from 
paying on the appointed date the interest 
upon the mortgaged property to foreclose, 
thereby obtaining the entire Wimpole hall 
estates, worth $3,000,000 at the lowest esti- 
mate, at one-third of their real value. 

Wimpole hall, with {ts glorious double ave- 
nue of elm trees three miles in length and 
planted centuries ago, is by no means the 
only property that Lord Clifden has ac- 
quired in this manner. In fact, he has the 
reputation of making a specialty of invest- 
ing money in the acquisition of mortgages 
on the estates of fellow peers, which he pro- 
ceeds to foreclose at the earliest legal op- 
portunity. This has naturally not contrib- 
uted to endear him to his fellow legislators. 
He is enormously rich, and is the owner of 
the most valuable tin mines in Great Britain, 
which have this peculiarity, that they extend 
for several miles under the sea. They yield 
him an income of -about a couple of million 
dollars a year. He succeeded to the vis- 
county of Clifden about seven years ago, 
having previously sat in the house of lords 
as Lord Robartes.

The late Viscount Clifden was a great 
character, was known previous to his ac- 
cession to the title as Leo Ellis, and was 
celebrated for his hatred of high hats and 
frock coats, invariably showing himself in 
Pall Mall, in St. James’, and in the Row in 
the most countrified and bucolic of costumes. 
He figured {n numerous lawsuits against his 
wife, a charming woman, who wus a sister 
of the Roman Catholic Archbishop Stonor. 
Indeed, the conflict between the couple fur- 
nished a constant element of interest to 
English society, the litigation comprising an 
attempt by the viscountess to secure a dis- 


solution of the marriage atid an effort on: 


the part of the husband to obtain his wife’s 
arrest om the charge of kidnaping their son. 

The troubles between the two originated 
in religious differences and in questions of 
the creed of the only son and of the two 
daughters. The boy died before attaining 
manhood, and the eldest girl likewise died, 
while the only remaining child, known ag 
“ Ducky ” Ellis, made a runaway marriage 
with Granville Knox, which led Queen Vie- 
toria to issue, through the lord chamber- 
lain’s department, an announcement ‘that 
runaway marriages would be regarded as 
a bar to the presentation or admission to 
the court of the heroine of the escapade.

Warns New York Financiers That 
They Only Are Responsible for 
Providing Safe Banknotes. 


Bluff Point, N. Y., July 6.—Frank A. Van- 
derlip, vice president of the National City 
bank of New York, was one of the principal 
speakers before the New York State Bankers’ 
association today. His topic was “ The Cur- 
rency.”’ 

Vanderlip said that the currency problem 
in this country is far from settled. He de- 
clared it to be the duty of the New York 
association to take the lead in a consistent 
movement for the betterment of conditions. 
His address follows: 

“To my mind we are in a lethargy of suc- 
cess. We hear peans of prosperity sweetly 
gung on every side. Unexampled totals mark 
the measure of every phase of industrial and 
commercial life. We have engaged in ex- 
penditure of capital on a scale so vast that it 
makes the financial operations of other days 
seem petty by comparison. Labor was never 
before so fully or so profitably employed. 
Business was never more active. And 80, 
some of us say there surely can be nothing 
wrong with a situation that gives such evi- 
dences of health and growth. 


Bankers to Blame for Disaster. 


“Tf financial disaster should ever come be- 
cause we have failed to enact proper legisla- 
tion, the blame for that disaster will lie 
against the bankers of New York more dl- 
rectly than against any other group of peo- 

le. 
4 “The one thing that I want to urge Js the 
importance of providing a scientific bank- 
note currency if we wish an indefinite contin- 
uance of prosperity, and further to emphasize 
the responsibility which rests particularly 
on the bankers of New York in presenting a 
plan for such currency. The plan may take 
one of half a dozen forms. Perlfaps the best 
one, were it politically possible, would be 
the question of a government bank, having 
the power of issue,, whose sole business 
would be its relation to other banks and 
whose chief operations would be rediscount- 
ing for other banks. 

“TI do not mean that any existing institu- 
tion could be metamorphosed into such a cen- 
tral bank. It would have to be freshly organ- 
ized from the beginning, its control would 
need to be largely in the hands of the gov- 
ernment, and its ownership widely distribut- 
ed among banking interests throyghout the 
country. The principles of a scientific asset 
currency could well be worked out through 
the medium of such an institution, as the 
experience of Germany eloquently testifies, 
but they can undoubtedly be worked out in 
some other way. 


Fear Will Disappear. 


“The fear which men so commonly have 
of giving a large power of note issue to small 
national banks will largely disappear when 
the opponents of asset currency have once 
fairly in their minds what the result will be 
of providing adequate redemption facilities. 
That a plan can be devised which will safely 
permit every national bank to issue a certain 
amount of notes not secured by government 
bonds I have no doubt. I am inclined to 
think it is along that line that legislation is 
most likely to be obtained, although perhaps 
it is not the ideal solution. 

“ The thing of which I am absolutely cer- 
tain, though, fs that a solution of the whole 
problem can be attained wisely, promptly, 
and easily if bankers will give to a considera- 
tion of the subject anything like the attention 
it merits. The responsibility is on the bank- 
ers of New York. You cannot hide behind 
congress to avold the responsibility. You 
cannot shift the responsibility to the shoul- 
ders of your associates in the west. You are 
the financial leaders and the responsibility 
of leadership is yours.”’

Sheep for Colorado Mountains. 
{From the Denver Republican.) 

Thirty cars of sheep went up to the top of 
Rollins pass over the Moffat road Tuesday, 
numbering 6,000 head. These sheep have been 
sent into this country by S. E. Burgess of 
Oregon, who is trying an experiment in rang- 
ing. The slopes of the pass are in government 
reserves and the owner pays 6 cents a head 
for the privilege of the range. 

Mr. Burgess has examined the hills care- 
fully and decided that there is plenty of good 
grass at the high altitudes, especially for 
sheep, which browse close. The cool nights 
will also be excellent for them and they 
should take on wool as well as fat. One big 
saving that he figures on might not occur to 
the layman, and that is in the wool. Sheep 
ranging among brush will lose hundreds of 
pounds of wool that is torn from them. But 
on the Mountain slope they will be free from 
that and the wool should also be clean and 
free from dirt when shearing timecomes. — 

An interesting feature was the way that 
the sheep were unloaded on the pass Tuesday 
night. There are no pens and rundowns there, 
so the animals were made to jump out of 
the cars into the big snowbanks and were 
then herded and driven down to the proposed 
ranges.

The 
course of eighteen holes is one of the best in 
the north, the greens are always kept in the 
finest condition, and some of the most promi- 
nent experts in the country have tested their 
skill on these admirable links. Membership 
in the club may be obtained at reasonable 
expense. 

For the greater part of the season open 
water bathing may be indulged in at Charle- 
voix. There are days, however, as in all 
parts of the north country, when the water 
of Lake Michigan is too fresh for any but 
the hardiest bather, and when even the 
sheltered waters of Pine Lake will repel by 
its chill. To meet this condition and to pro- 
vide a safe and pleasant place for those who 
derive both enoyment and healthful exer- 
cise from bathing, a swimming pool of con- 
siderable size is provided on the shores of 
Pine Lake. 

The pool is roomy and ts provided with all 
of the appliances for the comfort and con- 
venience of the bather, even to the warming 
of the water by artificial methods when the 
water in the lakes ls too cold for open bath- 
ing. The water used in the poolispure. It 
is taken from the city water mains and is kept 
fresh by a constant circulation throughout 
the day. 

The bathing pool has been under the man- 
agement for the last three years of Leopold 
Fischer, and this well known swimming 
master again has charge during the present 
season. Bathers may bring their own suits 
and rent lockers for. storage or may hire 
suits at nominal charges. 

By a complete suburban service on the 
Pére Marquette road Charlevoix is closely 
connected to a dozen or more towns and re- 
sorts of prominence in the region. Between 
Charlevoix and Petoskey, sixteen miles 
north, and between Charlevoix and Rapid 
City, thirty-eight miles south, suburban 
service is maintained throughout the season. 
There are nine trains every week day be- 
tween the two former places and six trains 
on Sunday, while south of Charlevoix there 
are four trains every week day and one on 
Sunday. These trains connect at Petoskey 
and Bay View with the suburban trains of 
the G. R. and I. railway, thus bringing 
Charlevoix into touch with Harbor Springs, 
Wequetonsing, Roaring Brook, Walloon 
Lake, and Oden. 

Many persons each summer journey from 
Charlevoix to the shores of Round Lake on 
the Oden branch, where the Ojibway Indian 
play, “ Hiawatha,” is staged in the open. 
This spectacle is one of the greatest attrac- 
tions of the resort season in the north. 

To reach Charlevoix by rail from Chicago 
the most direct route is that offered via the 
Pére Marquette railway.

Miss Sutton took her defeat in a sportsman- 
like way, and was applauded equally with 
Miss Douglass. The American says she was 
beaten squarely, She hopes to try to regain 
the championship next year. She will return 
home almost immediately, and will begin to 
save money for her next trip here. She 
added: ‘‘ I donot think I wasshaping so well 
today as last year. Perhaps I was not quite 
wound up enough. I had not been beaten 
once, and did not even lose a set last year, 
but today I had one defeatin mind. Perhaps 
that helped.”’ 

Everybody hopes Miss Sutton will return, 
especially the executive committee of the 
All England club, for whom the Californian’s 
drawing powers has been a gold mine.

GREAT VICTORY FOR BELGIANS. 


Win the Grand Challenge Cup, First 
British Defeat in the History 
of the Race. 


HENLEY, England, July 5.—The crew repre- 
senting the Club Nautique de Gand [Belgium] to- 
day defeated Trinity hall, Cambridge, by three 
lengths, in the final for the Grand Challenge cup. 
Time, 7:08. The cup thur leaves England for the 
first time in its history and for the next twelve 
months will adorn the headquarters of the Bel- 
gian Rowing club. 

The ease with which the Belgians beat the crack 
British crew was a rough shock to the compla- 
cency of the home oarsmen and to their belief in 
the hitherto unshakable invincibility of their 
methods of rowing. Apart from a momentary ad- 
vantage at the start of the race, Trinity hall was 
never in the lead. 

The Belgians held a lead of a length at the 
quarter mile post. Trinity hell spurted again and 
again, but made no impression on the Belgians. 
At the halfway mark the visitors were two lengths 
in front and finished with a lead of three clear 
lengths, the men sitting up straight and not at 
all distressed, while the Cambridge men were thor- 
oughly exhausted 

The short, quick stroke and lack of lee work 
of the Belgians have been criticised by the British 
experts since the first appearance of the foreign 
crew. 

The capture of the cup by the Belgian crew pro- 
vokes much newspaper comment and searchings of 
heart on the debatable question of the British and 
foreign styles of rowing. The majority of rowing 
men appear still to pin their faith’to the Eton 
swing as against the Belgians’ short stroke. and 
are inclined to think that had the Leanders been 
able to put on a representative crew to defend the 
cup the Belgians would have been defeated. 

The Daily Graphic thinks the incident is likely 
to accentuate the anti-foreign agitation, and 
expresses the hope that if any change is made it 
will be in the direction of providing and endowing 
an extra national race at Henley, amd not for the 
exclusion of foreigners, adding that In any case 
the proposal of Mr. Fletcher, the Oxford coach, that 
no further entries for the Henley regatta he ac- 
cepted from any American rowing club, would, if 
adopted, be almost a national calamity.

NEW YORK, July 5.—(Special.]—Stocks 
continued to gain today in the early trading, 
but realizing at the close wiped out the ad- 
vances, The market closed weak near the 
lowest. 

Arbitrage brokers had bids for stocks in the 
opening dealings in New York with a view 
to reselling in London, which caused an al- 
most immediate rise to the London parity. 
The consequence was that uncovered bears 
found their positions cramped at the outset 
and they scrambled to secure stocks. This 
was the active period of the day. Later ad- 
vances were effected on greatly reduced busi- 
mess. 

The New York money market. showed the 
benefit of the returning flow of dividend and 
interest money, and both call and time loans 
were reported easier. Reports of an intend- 
ed issue of New York treasury bonds 
towards the end of the month made a bad 
impression in view of the many other known 
requirements. The Journal of Commerce 
estimates new capital issues in June at $104,- 
000,000, of which nearly $97,000,000 were of 
bonds. This compares with a total of $127,- 
500,000 in May, but the aggregate for the 
first six months of the year is brought to 
$827,706,000, which is less than $42,000,000 
under the new capital issues for the whole 
of the year 1905. 

Ice company stocks were weak on account 
of the success attending prosecutions in vari- 
ous parts of the country. Allis-Chalmers 
stocks were under pressure on reports of the 
heavy discount allowed to underwriters of 
the new bondissué.

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The body of the man who was killed by a 
fall of nine stories in the Stewart building on 
Tuesday and subsequently lay at Rolston’s 
morgue unidentified for forty-eight hours 
was declared yesterday to be that of Charles 
E. Reeve, an attorney, Hving at 6239 Kim- 
bark avenue. Relatives of the dead man, 
seeing the story of his death in the papers 
and connecting it with his absence from 
home, called at the morgue in the afternoon 
and identified the remains. 

Members az:d friends of Reeve’ s family de- 
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clare that the man’s fall was uh doubtedly 
accidental. He was subject, it is said, to 
slight attacks of vertigo, and presumably 
suffered one when near the railing about 
the court on ‘the ninth story, from which 


he. fell. 
This hypothesis is confirmed by the yer- 


dict of the cor-oner’s jury, which declared the 
death due to accident. Reeve, who wag 45 
years old, is survived by a widow and two 


sons. 


PLAYGROUND TO STOP DEATHS, 


Coroner Hoffman Wants Park Board to 
Provide Place Where Children 
Can Avoid Cars. 


In an effort to prevent the death and injury 
of children by street cars In the congested 
districts west of the river, Coroner Hoffman 
today will ask President Eckhart of the 
wes{,park board to provide a new playground 
in that part of the city. 

The district in which he asks.a new play- 
ground is that bounded by Harrison street, 
Blue Island avenue, Fifteenth street, and the 
river. In this district since March 1 nine 
children have been killed by street cars. 

“ The question of a park or playground for 
the children in this district was called to my 
attention by the number of deaths and acci- 
dents which happen there,” said Coroner 
Hoffman. ‘ The houses are built so closely 
together that the only playground for the 
children now is the street.”
